Primary Pulmonary Hypertension 
Kuipa, Gustave J. DAMMIN, FLORENCE W. HAyYNEs, 


RAPAPORT AND LEwis DEXTER 


The authors present four cases in which the diagnosis of primary pulmonary hypertension is sup- 
ported by detailed clinical and necropsy findings. Establishment of this diagnosis remains difficult. 
Although the clinical and catheterization features of pulmonary hypertension are fairly character- 
istic, it is often not possible to exclude the possibility of secondary pulmonary hypertension by any 
means short of direct tissue examination. That a primary form occurs, however (and this is still a 
subject of debate), is becoming more firmly established, as this study attests. 


Effects of Aminophylline and Diamox Alone and ‘Together on Respiration and Acid- 
Base Balance and on Respiratory Response to Carbon Dioxide in Pulmonary 
Emphysema . . .MoRTON GALDSTON AND JACK GELLER 
A major problem in the management of pulmonary emphysema when carbon dioxide retention oc- 
curs is the altered sensitivity of the respiratory center to carbon dioxide. The authors deal with this 
situation, presenting data on the effects of aminophylline and diamox, given separately and to- 
gether, on respiration, acid-base balance and respiratory response to carbon dioxide. It is shown 
that joint administration of these two therapeutic agents increases the ventilatory response of the 
patient with advanced emphysema to the arterial pCO2,— (H*) stimulus. The therapeutic im- 
plications of this finding are discussed. 


The Role of Systemic Blood Pressure in Cerebral Circulation in Carotid and Basilar 
Artery Thromboses. Clinical Observations and Therapeutic Implications of 
Vasopressor Agents . . .  . EDWARD SHANBROM AND Lewis LEvy 
The significance of the systemic blood pressure in maintaining cerebral blood flow in patients 
with advanced arteriosclerosis of the carotid and basilar arteries was studied by detailed clinical 
and electroencephalographic observation in two patients. States of “‘relative hypotension” in such 
patients caused focal neurologic symptoms which could be reversed by vasopressor agents capable 
of maintaining adequate perfusion pressures in the sclerotic cerebral vessels. The points made have 
practical clinical significance in the management of problems which turn up not infrequently in 
older patients.

Sequence of Ventricular Contraction in Human Bundle Branch Block. A Study Based 


on Simultaneous C'atheterization of Both Ventricles 
EUGENE BRAUNWALD AND ANDREW G. MorRow 


The prevailing view that “‘“complete” bundle branch block, as defined by current electrocardio- 
graphic criteria, reflects complete interruption of conduction in one of the main bundle branches 
requires revision, according to the results of this study. Simultaneous right and left heart catheter- 
ization in patients exhibiting complete right or left bundle branch block failed, in most in- 
stances, to reveal any ventricular asynchronism. The implications of this paradox are discussed 


informatively. 


The Ventricular Gradientin Space ..... . . . . Lous Banserc 


The theory of the ventricular gradient is discussed and the influence of hypertrophy, irritability 
and Rs-T deviation considered. A geometric method of determining the magnitude and orienta- 
tion in space of the gradient is described, as is a mechanical device to obtain the result rapidly. 


Studies of Neurohypophyseal Function in Man. Diabetes Insipidus and Psychogenic 
Polydipsia .  . JosEPH F. DINGMAN, KurT BENIRSCHKE AND GEORGE W. THORN 


The authors attempt to dissociate the functions of the several components of the osmoreceptor- 
neurohypophyseal-renal tubular system for regulation of water balance by serial intravenous 
administration of nicotine, hypertonic saline solution and pitressin. Failure of the first two agents to 
stimulate an antidiuretic response was interpreted as indicating neurohypophyseal failure. The re- 
sults in six patients with presumptive diabetes insipidus and three patients with psychogenic 
polydipsia were as anticipated in some cases, discrepant in others. A number of interesting sugges- 
tions are made to account for the variations in response. 


Malignant Lymphoma and Lymphatic Leukemia Associated with Myeloma-Type 
Serum Proteins . . . . H.A. Azar, W. T. E. F. OssERMAN 


This study deals with the much disputed question of the occurrence of myeloma serum and urinary 
proteins in diseases other than multiple myeloma, such as has been reported in occasional cases of 
lymphoma and leukemia. The cases cited confirm previous reports but careful examination dis- 
closed significant plasmacytosis also to be present, sometimes only in isolated tissues, or the cyto- 
plasm of reticulum or lymphoid cells stained heavily with pyronin, like plasmacytes. This finding 
again raises interesting questions as to the occurrence of overlapping cell types and, consequently, 
of overlapping nosology when based on cell morphology.

Dr. Volwiler has prepared an exceptionally fine review of the broad malabsorption syndromes, 
in which he has not only ranged widely to collect his facts but has culled them critically and inte- 
grated them into a well-knit whole.

Seminar on Atherosclerosis 


The Lipoprotems of Fluman Serum .... . . . . Howarp A. Eper 
Dr. Eder gives us an unusually lucid and concise statement of the present status of a complex and 
large subject, the nature and significance, physiologic and pathologic, of the serum lipoproteins. He 
begins with the problems of separation, determination and characterization. Then there is a con- 
sideration of the role of the several classes of serum lipoproteins, which can be roughly divided for 
reasons stated into low density and high density categories, in lipid transport and met abolism. 
Finally, approaching the knotty problem of the significance of the serum lipoproteins in the patho- 
genesis of atherosclerosis, there is an analysis of the findings in the well and diseased population. 
The paper concludes with a sober evaluation of the present controversial status of serum lipid de- 
terminations in the diagnosis and prediction of atherosclerosis.

Multiple Myeloma. Current Clinical and Chemical Concepts 


Combined Staff Clinic (Columbia University College of Physicians and Surgeons)—This clinic 
discusses in lucid terms some of the interesting recent developments in multiple myeloma, particu- 
larly in respect to the abnormal proteins occurring in the serum and urine.

0.6% Furadantin, dissolved in polyethylene glycol 300. Each 10 cc. ampule con- 
tains 60 mg. of Furadantin. The solution is sterile and must be dissolved aseptically 
in a sterile diluent prior to use. 


The recommended diluent is 5% dextrose solution. Furadantin Intravenous Solu- 
tion is compatible with normal saline and % M sodium lactate solutions, but these 
should be used only when definitely indicated because of the possibility of further 
disturbing an already upset electrolytic balance. Administer as an intravenous drip 
at a rate indicated for the patient’s general condition and age. The suggested 
dosage is 5 to 7 mg. per Kg. body weight (2.2 to 3.2 mg./lb.) per 24 hours in 2 
divided doses. The single dose of Furadantin Intravenous Solution for the average 
adult is 30 cc. (3 ampules or 180 mg.) in at least 500 cc. of diluent. If tolerated. 
this is repeated so that 2 such doses (360 mg.) are given over 24 hours and con- 
tinued for 7 days, if necessary. Following are average dosage schedules:

In urinary tract infections, the intravenous form may be replaced by the oral 
dosage form of Furadantin when sufficient improvement has resulted and patient 
can take medication orally. 


SIDE REACTIONS: Nausea or emesis may occur occasionally. These are often 
minimized by a decrease in dose rate. Sensitization occurs rarely in the form of 
urticaria or an erythematous, maculopapular rash. This may be controlled by dis- 
continuing treatment immediately and employing the usual measures such as 
epinephrine, antihistaminics or adrenocorticosteroids. Occasionally patients may 
show minor side reactions such as headache or malaise. No stomatitis, colitis, 
proctitis, anal pruritus, monifial superinfection, staphylococcic enteritis or renal, 


hepatic or hemic toxicity have been reported. 


With intravenous administration, it is important to be alert to the possibility of 
central nervous system effects such as muscular twitching or spasticity. Should 
this occur, calcium gluconate should be administered intravenously and Furadantin 
discontinued. Adequate amounts of vitamin B complex and vitamin C should be 
supplied to the patient on intravenous Furadantin therapy.

Liberal protein intake is considered to be of therapeutic value in a 
wide variety of pathologic conditions.!. Advances in the understanding 
of protein metabolism indicate that dietary protein should provide 
amino acids in proportions paralleling physiologic needs.23
